Arab Communities

FOLLOWING months of ne 
gotiation and tension among 
various political and family 
factions in Abu Ghosh, a five- 
‘man Abu Ghosh local council 
appointed by the Ministry of 
the Interior was opened yester- 
day by the District Representa- 
tive, Dr. A. Biran. Although it is 
still expected that dissident ele- 
ments in the village will boy- 
cott the body in an attempt 
to avoid payment of taxes and 
to achieve political ends, the 
Ministry is determined to en- 
sure the functioning of the 
Council. 


Councils will soon be estab- 


lished in four villages in the. 


Haifa district, two of them in- 
habited by Druses. Daliat el 
Carmel and Isfiah, with popu- 
lations of apout 3,000 each.
